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_____I Bayh Proposes Stiff Crime Laws 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Sen. 
Birch Bayh, D-Ind., Thursday 
outlined 
legislation 
he 
said 
would “m ake life difficult” for 
perpetrators of violent crim es. 
Bayh said his legislation is 
designed to provide a workable, 
coordinated strategy to reduce 
crim e by deriving the violent 
criminal 
of 
instruments 
of 
crim e. He added the bill also 
w ould en su re ja il term s for 
such crim inals. 


“ I don’t believe our citizens 
can 
or 
should 
tolerate 
an 
increase in crim e so staggering 
that a child born in 1974 is 
more likely to be m urdered 
than a World War II American 
soldier w as likely to die in 
com bat,” Bayh explained in a 
news conference here. 
The key provisions of B ayh’s 
bill would: 
—Restrict the com mercial of 
so-called “Saturday night spe­ 


cia ls,” the chief weapon 
of 
stre et 
crim in als. 
It 
also 
strengthens existing federal law 
to facilitate efforts to detect 
and prevent illicit com m erce in 
firearm s. 
—Provides stiff mandatory 
prison sentences for nonaddict­ 
ed persons convicted of manu­ 
factu rin g, 
distrib utin g 
or 
dispensing heroin or morphine. 
—Makes drug robberies at 
pharm acies a 
federal 
crime 


with 
a 
stiff 
penalty 
and 
increases penalties for com m is­ 
sion 
of 
injury 
during 
such 
robberies. 


—Rem oves special sentencing 
provisions of the Youth Correc­ 
tions Act for repeat offenders. 


Bayh claim ed his legislation 
would not rem ove the violent 
criminal from the streets of 
America, but would provide a 
vehicle for keeping many off 


the streets for longer periods of 
time. 
“ We m ust not deceive oursel­ 
ves,” Bayh said, “ into believing 
that harsh penalties will solve 
our problems. Even with those 
who 
can 
be 
deterred 
from 
crim inal conduct, the enforce­ 
m ent of the law —the certainty 
of capture and of punishment — 
is m o re im p o rta n t th an the 
length of punishm ent.” 
He added that “by making 


the penalties m andatory and 
s e v e re for c e rta in p ersiste n t; 
and destructive crim inals, wej 
will be providing a solid lawj 
enforcem ent tool where such; 
tools are needed. By keeping 
m u rd erers’ weapons out of the- 
hands of crim inals we will be] 
helping to reduce crim e and! 
protect 
the 
rights 
of 
law-; 
abiding citizens.”

Robert 
DeBard Thursday called for a “ total commitment” on 
the part of Hoosier motorists to keep youngsters safe 
during their summer vacations.

Civil Defense Calls For Ordinance 


IN D IAN APO LIS (U P I) — A county or other political 
subdivision wanting to organize a civil defense operation 
must do so by ordinance, Attorney General Theodore L. 
Sendak said Thursday. 
Sendak issued an opinion in response to an inquiry 
about organizing from Milton M. Mitnick, Indiana’s civil 
defense director. 
Sendak said a 1951 state law authorizes counties to 
form civil defense units. However, he said, “ a county or 
other political subdivision must also enact an ordinance 
to create a civil defense organization.” 


Jobless Claims Take Dip 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — Director John F. Coppes 
said Thursday that unemployment insurance claims fell 
more than 8 per cent last week from the previous. 
Coppes said that specific area fell by over 10,000 to 
96,437. The continued claims represent nearly two-thirds 
of the overall total of 144,034. 
Coppes said recalls occurred in various manufacturing 
and construction industries, causing the dip. 
He added that decreases also were noted in extended 
benefits, down 
5.4 
percent to 
18,110 
and 
federal 
supplemental benefits, down 14.9 per cent to 12,077. 
However, special unemployment assistance claims 
rose slightly to 4,268 from 2,815 a week earlier. 


Woman Killed In Green County Mishap 


One fatal accident Thursday raised Indiana’s 1975 
traffic death toll to at least 390, compared with 426 a 
year ago. 
M ary Henderson, 75, Bloomfield, died Thursday a few 
hours after being injured in a two-car collision on 
Indiana 54 west of Switz City in Greene County. Her 
husband, C.F. Henderson, 80, and the driver of the other 
car, Frank Hoffeditz, 82, Linton, were injured critically. 


Puerto Rican Nation’s Best Speller 


WASHINGTON (U P I) — In the eighth grade at 
Colegio San Jose, a Catholic school at San German, 
P.R., Hugh Tosteson speaks Spanish most of the day. 
But, at 14, he also speaks English very well, and can 
spell well enough to be the 1975 National Spelling Bee 
champion. 
Tosteson’s feat in capturing the $1,000 first prize 
Thursday set a Bee record. He was the first winner 
from outside the contiguous 48 states to win the 
title. 
“ I read a lot,” he told reporters, trying to explain his 
victory over 78 other finalists and an estimated 7.5 
million youths across the country who entered local 
contests. 


5 Per Cent Freight Rate Hike 


WASHINGTON (U P I) — A 5 per cent freight rate 
increase has been approved for the country’s railroads, 
now suffering through a 
period of 
recession and 
unusually high inflation. 
The Interstate Commerce Commission approved the 
increase Thursday, saying it would partially offset a IO 
per cent wage increase which went into effect in 
effect in January and a 20 per cent increase in health and 
welfare benefits effective this month. 
The increase, to begin no earlier than June 20, will be 
across-the-board on all freight shipments.

■ There s an alarming new devel­ 
opment in a situation I mentioned 
several weeks ago relating to plans 
by the Army Corps of Engineers to 
broaden its control over Indiana 
rivers and streams. 
The device being used by the 
Army to extend its jurisdiction is a 
declaration that a particular river 
or stream is “ n a v ig a b le ” and 
thereby subject to federal regula­ 
tion under a law passed decades 
ago. 
It is my opinion that certain of 
the waterways the Army Engineers 
want to classify as navigable are 
not navigable in fact. 
f The whole matter seemed to be 
a move by the federal government 
to assert further control over water 
rights in Am erica. 
The new w rinkle is a federal 
court decision requiring the Army 
to chang e its regulations which 
control the disposal of dredged 
and “ fill'' m aterial in navigable 
w a te rs . The cou rt o rd ered the 
Corps of Engineers to broaden its 
regulations to include all waters of 
the United States. 
Even the Army has doubts about 
the scope of the court decision. In 
a new s release, the Arm y said: 
“ Federal permits may be required 


of the rancher who wants to en­ 
large his stock pond, or the farmer 
who wants to deepen an irrigation 
ditch or plow a field, or the moun­ 
taineer who wants to protect his 
land against stream erosion." 
Further com plicating the issue is 
the fact that no one is sure just 
what constitutes a proper definition 
of the term : “ all w aters of the 
United States.” 
The Environm ental Protection 
Agency has indicated it favors a 
very broad interpretation of that 
definition. 
I have instructed the Department 
of Natural Resources and members 
of my staff to obtain the opinions of 
other states in order to determine if 
the states should propose new fed­ 
eral leg islation that will strictly 
limit the definition of ^/navigable 
w aters” and strictly limit the defini­ 
tion of “ w a te rs of the U n ite d 
States.” 
To many readers, these might 
seem to be technical legal points. 
They are much more than that. 
The resolution of these issues 
touch upon a rather fundamental 
matter. 
W ho will control our water sup­ 
plies and our lands adjoining rivers 
and stream s?

The Cham ber of Com m erce of the United States and 
several other national organizations recently sponsored a 
National Conference on Capital Investm ent and Em ­ 
ploym ent. The picture that em erged was grim , but the 
conclusion was that we can solve the problem, if we do the 
right things. 


Capital investm ent, of course, m eans that money we put 
into plants and tools, as well as some other assets like 
buildings and housing. Mostly, however, the expression is 
used to describe money put into industrial plants and 
equipm ent. 


In the words of Jack Wooldridge, the U.S. C ham ber’s 
com m unications m anager, “ The problem sim ply is that 
we haven’t been putting enough money into capital in­ 
vestm ent. It is further compounded by the fact that we 
m ust put a great deal m ore into such investm ent if we’re 
going to provide enough jobs and to m aintain our standard 
of living. The money can com e only from savings by 
governm ent, business and individuals. And none of us has 
been saving enough.” 
Meals On 
Wheels 


G overnm ent didn’t m ake any savings, either. We ran 
large deficits and paid for a lot of them by increasing the 
m oney supply—in effect, 
printing money. 
Our tax 
stru ctu re didn’t let business save enough to spend on the 
plant and equipment it needed. In tim e, we generated 
inflation and recession. A lot of our goods were priced out 
of world m arkets and our productivity slowed down. 


In the next IO years, according to experts at the con­ 
ference, we need capital investm ent of around $4 trillion, 
which is hard even to im agine. W here will it all come 
from ? Practically all analysts agree that the Federal 
Governm ent must reduce its deficits, so that it doesn’t 
soak up so much of the available money. People must 
save m ore and business m ust have g reater incentives to 
invest profits in jobs—creative plant and equipment.

Newly appointed NBA Commis­ 
sioner 
Larry 
O’Brien 
has 
established himself as a hard­ 
line adm inistrator by punishing 
the New York Knicks and the 
A tlanta Haw ks for th eir a t­ 
tem pts to land a pair of ABA 
superstars. 
In only his fifth day on the 
job Thursday, the former head 
of the Dem ocratic Party fined 
the Hawks $400,000 for illegally 
signing 
Julius 
Erving 
three 
years ago and then declined to 
perm it the Knicks to sign 6- 
foot-8 George McGinnis, who 
had 
been 
drafted 
by 
the 
Philadelphia 76ers but signed a 
reported $2 million contract 
with New York. 
He also m ade the K nicks 
forfeit next year’s first-draft 
choice as punishment. 


In the Erving case, an NBA 
spokesman 
said 
the 
Hawks 
would have to pay $250,000 to 
the league and $150,000 to the 
Milwaukee Bucks, who own the 
draft rights to the 6-7 Erving, 
considered 
possibly 
the 
top 
forward in basketball. 
Erving 
has 
been 
playing 
under a long-term contract with 
the ABA’s New York Nets. The 
Bucks will receive Atlanta’s 
two second-round choices in the 
1976 draft. 
O’Brien said of the McGinnis 
decision that under NBA by­ 
laws, it was the only decision 
he could m ake. 
“ If violations of the ru les 
were perm itted,” said O’Brien, 
“then it would be the same as 
if there were no rules at all. 
This would, of course, threaten 
the structure and very exist­ 
ence of the league.” 


The huge fine against Atlanta 
might threaten the very exist­ 
ence of the Hawks, although the 
franchise is in the process of 
being sold to a new owner. 
As outgoing President John 
Wilcox 
rem arked 
Thursday 
upon being told he m ust pay 
the $400,000 im m ediately: 
“I 
didn’t bring my checkbook.” 
It still is not clear whether 
the prospective new owners of 
the Hawks, the family of Simon 
Selig Jr., will be liable for 
payment. 
“ As of this 
m om ent, 
we 
haven’t had a chance to discuss 
it w ith our a tto rn e y s ,’’ said 
Selig in Atlanta. “ I ’m not in a 
position really to m ake any 
com m ent.” 
McGinnis 
starred 
for 
the 
Indiana Pacers for the past 
four seasons. New York did not 
have the draft rights to him 


because he left the University 
of Indiana after his sophomore 
year to play in the ABA. The 
Philadelphia 76ers of the NBA 
drafted him 
two years ago 
when his class w as graduated. 
McGinnis has said he wants 
to play in the NBA for New 
York but not for Philadelphia 
He is expected now to take his 
case to the courts 
Knicks 
President 
Michael 
Burke said he was “surprised 
and disappointed” by O’Brien’: 
ruling. He said he “felt the 
action we took was proper 
and in the interests of the club 
and the NBA.” 


O’Brien did give New York a

Last week we examined the 
question of how the Bible cam e 
to be. Today our subject is the 
essential nature of the Bible. 
This question is both so simple 
and so complex that it cannot 
possibly be answered within the 
space allotted to this lesson. But 
in view of the transcendent 
im portance of the Bible, an 
attem pt to do so must be made. 
The Bible as Law 
The scripture passages cited 
above give insight into some of 
the leading characteristics of 
the Bible. First, it is law. “ Now 
this is the commandment, the 
statutes 
and 
the ordinances 
which the Lord your God has 
com manded me to teach you,. . 
.” says Moses to the Jewish 
people 
in 
Deuteronomy 
6:1. 


speak, of the Christian religion. 
As 
" P a u l” 
w rites 
to 
“Timothy,” “ All scripture is 
inspired by God and profitable 
for teaching, for reproof, for 
correction, and for training in 
rig h teo u sn ess” (II Tim othy 
3:16). The Epistle of Timothy is 
considered by most scholars to 
be a pastoral letter of the early 
second century, A D.—that is, 
an overall instruction in doc­ 
trine sent by a ranking church­ 
m an 
to 
m in isters 
of 
congregations. 
Finally, scripture is divine 
inspiration. As the writer of 
Second Peter expresses it, “No 
prophecy ever cam e by the 
impulse of man, but men moved 
by the Holy Spirit spoke from 
God” (II Peter 1:21). At the 
time this epistle was written 
(about 150 A D.), the church 
was wracked by heresies and 
false prophets. 
In order to 
discredit these deviations the 
writer called on his readers to 
put their trust in the apostolic 
teachings which at that time 
were coming to be regarded as 
canonical (authoritative). 
The Bible as Revelation 
These four characteristics of 
the Bible can be summed up by 
saying that the Bible is divine 
revelation. But does this mean 
that the Bible is a work dictated 
by God in which every passage 
is equal in value to every other 
passage?T his 
question 
has 
sharply divided the church for 
the past IOO years. There are 
many sincere Christians today 
who believe that the Bible is 
indeed divine 
dictation, 
but 
others doubt this, pointing to 
in c o n s is te n c ie s 
s c a tte r e d 
throughout the text, to a large 
number of incredible incidents, 
and to judgm ents and con­ 
clusions which are sometimes 
quite at variance with the moral 
standards enjoined by Jesus. 
Furtherm ore, we know that 
the Bible was written and re­ 
written, edited and re-edited, 
copied 
and 
re c o p ie d , 
by 
thousands of individuals whose 
names we shall never know. It is 
difficult to believe that the 
normal 
processes of 
human 
judgment were suspended for 
all of them. 
In 
view 
of 
these 
con­ 
sid eratio n s, 
probably 
the 
prevailing view is that the Bible 
is both a divine and human

Thereafter May 30 
was known as Decoration Day 
until in 1882 the Grand Army 
urged that it be called Memorial 
Day. 
H ow ever, 
the 
term 
Decoration Day was so firmly 
fixed in the popular vocabulary 
that many people still refer to it 
that way after all these years. 
But by w hatever name it was 
called, that day belonged to the 
veterans and it was celebrated 
in an entirely different m anner. 
All business was suspended. 
Stores, offices, factories and 
schools closed. On the last day 
of school before May 30 each 
classroom held “ e x e rc ise s.” 
Boys and girls stood before the 
class to recite popular poems 
such as “O Captain; My Cap­ 
tain!” , “B arbara Frietchie,” or 
“The Blue and the G ray.” The 
sm artest boy in the ninth grade 
always recited the Gettysburg 
Address. Parents attended en 
masse to watch as their darlings 
sang “The Battle Hymn of the 
Republic,” “Tenting Tonight,” 
and other songs popular during 
the war. It was always referred 
to simply as The War, for there 
were no other wars of such 
importance then. World Wars I 
and II, Korea and Vietnam were 
yet to happen. 
There was always a Veteran 
sent by the local chapter of the 
GAR to speak to the children 
about loyalty, patriotism and 
other old 
fashioned 
virtues.

graves of the fallen in the town 
cem etery. Everyone who had 
flow ers 
contributed 
w ith 
g en ero sity as a m atter of 
p atrio tism 
and 
good 
w ill. 
Children went to the woods to 
bring their contributions of wild 
flowers and were rewarded by 
the ladies w ith hom em ade 
doughnuts. 
On the morning of the great 
day, every one who had a flag 
made sure it was on display. 
The m em bers of the Grand 
Army assem bled on the steps of 
their hall to have their picture 
taken before they began the 
parade to the cemetery. The 
officers wore belts and swords, 
the men their m ilitary caps, and 
all wore their medals. Following 
the muffled 
beating of 
the 
drums, they m arched proudly, 
or if they were not able to 
m arch, rode in a horse drawn 
conveyance provided for the 
occasion. 
T ogether ' the 
Veterans, women and children 
placed the flowers, new flags, 
and em blem s of the GAR on 
each plot where a soldier lay 
sleeping. 
This was followed by a brief 
memorial service, three volleys 
by a firing squad and Taps. 
Then the Veterans m arched 
back to headquarters to one of 
the lively tunes they 
had 
followed in the olden days. The 
ladies’ auxiliary served a fine 
meal and the old men got 
together to recall events of those 
other days. There was never 
any doubt in anyone’s mind just 
what was being celebrated. 
On May 22, 1884 the comrades 
of the Joel Wolfe Post of Rush­ 
ville,Indiana held a cam pfire at

Meridian Hall and raised the 
sum of $300 which they offered 
to the State to help erect a 
monument to all veterans - this 
was before the monument on the 
circle at Indianapolis had been 
erected. Times were hard and 
money was scarce so the idea 
did not find favor at that time. 
The money was returned to the 
local post.

The monument was 
erected by Schricte & Sons of 
Rushville and was unveiled with 
a p p ro p riate cerem onies on 
October 16, 1900. Carved on its 
panels are the nam es of the 
C om panies th a t rep resented 
R ush County 
in 
the W ar. 
According to the Centennial 
History of Rush County, it is the 
only stone of its kind to be 
erected by a GAR Post.

In casting about for better 
ways to help less developed 
countries spur rural develop 
ment, one of the recent studies 
cited the China example. 
“ Although

other countries and reg subject 
for debate, the Chinese achieve 
m ent itself is no longer in 
question,” the report said. 
The report on rural develop 
m ent 
and 
another 
one 
on 
health, which also favorably 
commented on 
China, 
were 
published in several languages 
and given wide circulation in 
the corridors of capitals around 
the world. 
M ontague 
Y udelm an, 
an 
American who is director of the 
bank’s Agriculture and Rural 
Development Department, as­ 
sumed a low key stance in 
responding to questions about 
China. 
Yudelman said the bank does 
not “spy” on China and has not 
sent missions there but certain­ 
ly it was interested. 
“ How can 
we 
talk about 
agricultural development if we 
don’t know w hat’s going on in 
one-sixth of the world,” he said 
Yudelman 
said 
the 
bank 
keeps abreast of developments 
in China through others, such 
as a 
mission 
by 
the 
U.S. 
National Academy of Science. 
“China illustrates what can 
be done through intensive labor 
techniques,” Yudelman said. 
Much farm development has 
emphasized technological gains, 
often driving farm workers into 
the cities. 
China’s agriculture was re­ 
viewed 
recently 
by 
G. 
F. 
Sprague, a University of Illinois 
agronomist who visited China 
last year with a “ plant studies 
delegation” and wrote about it 
in Science, published by the 
American Association for the 
Advancement of Science. 
Sprague seemed impressed in

to 
produce enough food for over 
800 million people on ll per 
cent of their total available 
land is an impressive act.” 
Although China’s land mass 
exceeds that of the continental 
United States, the United States 
has about one-third more land 
under cultivation 
than 
does 
China. 
Sprague also noted that the 
“eight 
points 
of 
Chairman 
Mao,” that form the foundation 
of Chinese agriculture do not 
stress research. 
Given the world wide prob­ 
lems of feeding and employing 
hundreds of millions in the 
developing 
world, 
Yudelman 
said “we can learn a lot from 
the Chinese” without necessari­ 
ly adopting 
th eir 
political 
system. 
The World Bank paper on 
health also showed respect for 
the Chinese. 
“Although no national data 
are available, informed observ­ 
ers believe that health levels 
are rem arkably high, consider­ 
ing the stage of development 
reached by the People’s Repub 
lie-af China,” the report said. 
Following the “cultural revo­ 
lution” the FRC focused on the 
health needs of its rural people
